October 1 was Chicago Day at the 
Trans-Mississippi Exposition in Omaha, 
and all of the railroads ran special trains, 
carrying delegates of the different Chi- 
cago organizations attending. 

Among theee was a special which left 
over the Burlington Route, with tbe 
Cook County Democracy, and it was the 
longest train of Pullman cars that ever 
left Chicago on a regular run. It con- 
sisted of seventeen Pullman cars, one 
special private car, one baggage car and 
twoenf^es. 

The train shed at the Union Passenger 
Station, whicli is the longest one in Chi- 
cago, measures 1,100 feet, but the train 
measured exactly 1,377 feet, or more 
than a qaarter of a mile long, and it 
started off for Omaha at 2:30 p. m., sched- 
uled to run at forty miles an hour. The 
weight of this caravan on wheels was es- 
timated to be 2,200,000 pounds, or about 
1,145 tons, and the two enginee to pull 
the train over the 600 miles to Omaha 
burned 4.5 tons of coal and transform 
into steam 53,000 galbns of water.
